states, Dr. Nicholson has compiled 
an extensive report covering the ac­ 
tual costs for various cities, counties, 
boroughs and townships as well as 
the separate costs imposed by sub­ 
divisions of the local units. 
Dr. L eonard P. Fox, of the Penn- \ 
Sylvania state cham ber of commerce, j 
said th a t other subjects to be re- j 
viewed by th e institute will include i 
codification of county assessm ent 
laws, the county unit plan of a s­ 
sessment, basis data for property as­ 
sessment, relieving the local burden 
on real estate, school taxes, m unici­ 
pal credit, state supervision of local 
bond issues and widespread dissem i­ 
nation of tax facts in general.

HOGS COMING BACK 
(From The Literary Digest) 
•HE FARMER IS COMING BACK, riding on the hog.” 
The phrase is repeated again and again in editorials and in 
dispatches from Chicago, Omaha, K ansas City. Des Moines, and other 
cattle m arkets as hog prices have soared day after day for th e last six 
weeks, with prices of cattle and various farm products following after. 
“The farm ers and live-stock producers have started back to pros­ 
perity,” begins the waiter of an Om aha dispatch to the Chicago 
Journal of Commerce. 
In Chicago, our greatest grain and m eat 
market, bankers, packers, traders, and farm-paper editors agree, ac­ 
cording to a United Press dispatch, th at the 57 per cent advance in 
swine, the 17 per cent in cattle, and the lesser advances in grains 
during the last fewr weeks make up “some of the most cheerful news 
to come out of the Mid-West financial centers since the business 
slump began three years ago.” 
“If anything can pull the country out of the depression,” Presi­ 
dent Charles A. Wilson, of the Chicago Live Stock Exchange, is quoted 
as saying in this dispatch, “it will be hog and cattle prices.” 
All over the country these sentim ents are echoed. Just a few of 
the head-lines over editorials in representative newspapers reflect the 
feeling: 
“The Hog Stages a Rally,” proclaims the M inneapolis 
Tribune; “The Hog Leads the Procession,” soberly states the Louis­ 
ville Courier-Journal; the New York Herald Tribune writes paeans 
about “The Golden Shote.” The New' York Times talks about “G runt­ 
ing Through.” 
And the Providence Journal cries out in encourage­ 
ment, “Pull, Porker, Pull.” 
“W hat may or may not be th e dawn’s early light is flashed on 
the American economic scene by the humble hog,” says the New York 
Daily News in an editorial illustrated by a picture of a plum p porker 
with the caption, “Can this be the leader we have been looking for?” 
Comes the question from B C. Forbes, of the New York American: 
“If pigs can rebound so swiftly and sharply, is it not w ithin the 
range of possibility that stocks, commodities, raw materials, and other 
things now selling at absurdly low figures may also perform a sud­ 
den about face? 


ILL LUCK IN LOTTERIES 
T 
RY your luck in a sweepstake! 
For the small price of a ticket you 
may win a fortune! 
It sounds very fine and tem pting. But, as the New York 
Times points out, such luck is seldom lasting. Lottery money, more 
than any other, it says, seems to be a root of evil. In fact: 
‘‘Lawsuits are its first fruit. 
The Italian cafe owner from Bat­ 
tersea, who won the big prize in the G rand National last year, ended 
up in the Irish courts, where his friends tried to collect a share of his 
winnings. 
At one stage of the proceedings the judge rem arked that 
every witness in the case was an unmitigated liar, and th a t ‘when 
it comes to human greed after big money, it seems impossible to get 
the truth.’ 
“Ill luck appears to pursue the winners almost as relentlessly as 
the superstitious believe that it follows the owner of certain gems. 
“Nor are the lotteries an unm itigated blessing even to the 
charitable institution for whose benefit they are sometimes organized. 
Ordinary subscribers cancel their subscriptions; bequests become less 
frequent. 
“When the British charities lottery bill was under debate in the 
House of Commons a few’ weeks ago the governor of C haring Cross 
hospital was quoted as saying: ‘Speaking for myself and th is hos­ 
pital, we will have neither part nor lot in any such scheme, and 
our reasons are not simply moral ones, though they weigh very con­ 
siderably. 
Looking at it from a business standpoint, we believe the 
gain would be outweighed by the loss.’ ” 


Reviews Progress In 
Vocational Guidance 


Harrisburg, July 28 (API—Penn­ 
sylvania’s 
progress 
in vocational 
guidance in public schools, and in 
the m anner in 
which the state’s 
work has influenced national ef­ 
forts in this field, were reviewed to­ 
day in 
reports submitted to 
Dr. 
James N. Rule, superintendent 
of 
public instruction. 
During eleven years, the reports 
disclosed, the movement has ad­ 
vanced to a stage where 59 of the 
67 counties have guidance programs 
under way; 800 teachers in as many 
secondary schools are serving 
as 
guidance counselors and 21 colleges 
and universities offer general in­ 
troductory courses in this phase of 
education. 
In the wake of the state move­ 
ment, the education departments 
of 40 other states have representa­ 
tives working with a national com­ 
mittee in this field and about 20 


states maintain some plan or pro­ 
gram for guidance service. 
The guidance plant supplies in* 
telligent, sympathetic aid to stu­ 
dents 
in 
selecting, 
during 
their 
junior high school and high school 
years, the vocations for which they 
are best equipped.

In 
case of snake bite, it should be at 
once self adm inistered.

j tralize the poison of either ra ttle ­ 
snake or copperhead. 
"Anti-venom retains its efficiency 
for years in the original package. It 
j should be given as soon as possible, 
but is still of value if 24 hours have 
(elapsed. 
Keep very quiet, do noth- 
; ing to cause rapid circulation of the 


blood, send for the doctor. 
Avoid 
all stim ulants. A package of an ti­ 
venom scrum is cheap life insurance 
if you frequent the woods, m oun­ 
tains or fishing stream s.”
